Children left to die to save party man

PfclKING — China’* official 
newspaper, the Peofile'a 
Daily, reported Wednesday 
that a man left his tw-o chil¬ 
dren to die during the Tanc- 
shan eardK)itake July and 
instead rescued a Commonlst 
party official. 

The newspaper cave ihe ar. 
rrnint on its front page: 


“Immediately after the 
earthquake, Che Cheng-min. a 
member of the Tangahan 
party committee's permanent 
committee, dragged himself 
from the mins rtf his wrecked 
house. 

“Seeing him. his IS-.x-ear-old 
daughter, and his 16-yrar-old 
son cried. ’Quick, Daddy, 
rotne and save us,’ 

“As he was about to go to 


their aid. Che Cheng-min 
heard another call for help 
coming fitMTi the place, be¬ 
hind a will, where the family 
of Chiu Kuang-yu. secretary' 
of a neighbnrh^ party com¬ 
mittee, lived. 

“The earth was still quak¬ 
ing. and every minute meant 
chances of survival." 

The newsp^ier continued: 

“What should a good Com¬ 


munist do In such critical mo¬ 
ments? Without any hesita¬ 
tion. Che told his wife. ‘I am 
going to rescue old Oiiu first’. 
And thus the family of oM 
Chiu was saved. 

“What about your chil¬ 
dren?” Chiu Kuang-yu asked 
hia res(‘uer. T.el us not bother 
about them.’ Che Cheng-min 
j^eplied, ‘Vo*! are secretary of 


the neighborhood party com¬ 
mittee and you have no time 
to lose. Go and organise the 
re.scue work immediately.” 

The Peofile’s Dally conclud¬ 
ed; 

“When he relumed Ivmie. 
(he, (heng-min found his two 
t hildren dend. But he fell nei¬ 
ther remorse nor grief. In the 
Interests of the j>eople of the 


neighborhood and in the ma- 
.iorlty inlero.st. he did not hesi¬ 
tate to sacrifice his t^wm chil-- 
dren."

French power struggle 
ends in Chirac dismissal 


PARIS (Reuter) — French 
Premier Jacques CSiirac re¬ 
signed Wednesday in what ap¬ 
peared to be a bitter dispute 
with President Valery (lls- 
rard d'P>taing and was re¬ 
placed by Foreign Trade Min¬ 
ister Raymond ^rre. 

Explaining the political up¬ 
heaval In a television broad¬ 
cast Wednenday night, the 
president sugge.sted Chirac 
had sought to acquire in¬ 
creased authority at his ex¬ 
pense. 

"There cannot anri will not 
hp a transfer of iswer from 
the president to the prime 
minister." Olscard d’ICstaIng 
declared. 

Chirac, 4.3. a Oaulli-st who 
led the government 'for two 
years, said In a resignation 
statement he felt he no kmger 
had the means he considered 
necessary to carry out hi# 
functions effectively. 

Barre, 52, a non-jiolitlcal 
figure little known^n France, 
was selected by the prftldent 
primarily to wage war on in¬ 
flation and to restore the sta¬ 
bility of the ailing French 
franc. 

Ciiscard d'Kstalng called 
Barre "France's •4op econo¬ 
mist."

Another hint of Martian life 




PASADENA. Calif. 
(Reuter) — Viking 1 sent 
dow/n another clear reading 
Wednesday indicating there 
may be life in the Martian 
soil, but space scientiata—still 
Kkoptical about the results - 
said tiiey will . continue to 
search lor a chemical expla¬ 
nation for the findings. 

Dr. Norman I^srowitz, Vik¬ 


ing project biologist, said the 
latest result "certainly - in¬ 
creases the chance" there are 
microecopic forms of life in 
the Martian soil. 

Results announced Wednes¬ 
day at a news conference at

Hunt out 
water waste 
Britons told 


LONDON (UP!) — U.K. 
Water Minister Denis Howell, 
appointed to epearhead the 
drive to combat the nation’s 
worst drought In centuriee. 
Wednesday urged Britons to 
spy on their neighbors. 

"Anybody who sees abuses 
nr misuses of water should 
ring us and we will inves¬ 
tigate immediately.”

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Constitutional change 


P REMIER WILUAM BENNETT Informed hi* 
fellow provincial premiers at their meeting In 
Edmonton last week, he reported afterward, that 
British Columbia wduld like to see guarantees of 
greater representation for this province in the Senate 
and Supreme Court of Canada if the constitution is 
"patriated,'' or made a Canadian law. He also 
proposed that British Columbia should have a veto on 
constitutional amendments if and when the constitu¬ 
tion is patriated. Undoubtedly there is merit in these 
ideas. But they both illustrate the difficulty of making 
fair but lasting "guarantees " to any partner in the con¬ 
federation. 

In regard to senatorial representation. Premier 
Bennett certainly has a point if senators are to be 
thought of as looking after provincial interests. Chiefly 
out of the apportionment of the distant past, out of the 
"guarantees" as it were of long ago, Ontario and 
Quebec have 24 senators each. Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick 10 each. Prince Bldward Island four, and 
the rest of the provinces six each. British Columbia 
thus has one senator for every 400,000 residents, ap¬ 
proximately. This may not be too far out of line with 
one for every 337,000 in Ontario and one for every 
25,SOO in QuebM. But it is ludicrous, from the represen¬ 
tation point of view, compared with one senator for 
each 150,000 Saskachewan residents, each 00,000 New¬ 
foundlanders or each 30,000 Prince Edward Islanders. 

To digress at this point. Prime Minister Trudeau 
has put before the provincial premiers three possible 
ways of patriating the constitution, the Briti^ North 
America Act. It could be established as a Canadian 
law by the unilateral action of the Canadian Parlia¬ 


ment. he has said, even threatening this enormously 
divisive course if the premiers cannot soon agree on 
another. This could be done instead by the application 
of the formula contained in the unsi^cessful Victoria 
Charter, or thirdly by using the formula with the addi¬ 
tion of certain concessions, such as possible 
"guarantees' like the protection of the French 
language and culture from any adverse legislation of 
future parliaments. 

The Victoria Charter formula called for un¬ 
animous provincial agreement to any changes to the 
constitution until all ten legislatures approved an 
amending formula itself, and thereafter the approval 
of the federal government and six of the provinces. 
The six would have to include Ontario, Quebec, two 
western provinces with more than half of the western 
population and two Atlantic provinces with more than 
half of the population there. 

Thus there would be five potential vetoes on con¬ 
stitutional change, to which Premier Bennett would 
like to add a sixth for British Columbia as recognition 
of its regional importance. 

What then would be the chances 6f giving 
"guarantees” to provinces of their future propor¬ 
tionate representation in the Senate when any of the 
five or six vetoes could be applied to proposed 
changes?. 

It is not difficult to conclude what provincial and 
regional attitudes to "rep by pop " in the Senate would 
be when the reallocation (if it were practicable) would 
today give British Columbia five more senators, 
Alberta two more, Quebec four more, Ontario 13 more 
and all the rest fewer. 


A warning in time 


C ANADIANS HAVE always accepted as fact that 
Canada is capable of supporting a population 
many times greater than its present level because of 
its vast geographical size and its great wealth in 
natural resources. 

Not so. says a British land planner. Professor 
Alice Coleman of the University of London. Her 
finding in an urban affairs department study is that if 
more land is not put to agricultural use Canada will 
only be able to support a population of 30.000,000 if our 
present food intake levels are maintained. 

Her predictions for Canada are gloomy. She sees a 
distinct possibility that Canadian exports in food will 
have to decline in future just as oil exports have in re¬ 
cent months and forecasts a "disastrous inflationary 
effect” on food prices if the world's population keeps 


booming unless large food producing nations like 
Canada do not take immediate steps to conserve and 
improve their productive farmland. 

She points out in her study that only 7.5 per cent 
of Canada's land is agricultural — which amounts to 
174 million acres, of which only 59 million are under 
crop. 

Either acting on Professor Coleman's report or 
coming to the same conclusion on its own, the Science 
Council of Canada last week called for an immediate 
freeze on further city sprawl and non-agricultural use 
of farmland in Ontario and.Quebec and urged the 
federal government to initiate a national land use 
policy. 

Happily the warning has come In good time — 
enough, at least, to allow the government to take the 
proper action to forestall such a calamitous future for 
Canada. 


'Remarkable progress' 

Outer space law takes 


shape 


Lubos Perek. a 
Czechoslovakian astronomer, 
who is chief of the Outer Space 
Division of the Department of 
Political and Security Council 
Affairs at the United Nations, 
has reported "remarkable 
progress " in the development 
of the International law of out¬ 
er space. 

Talking to representatives of 
non-governmental organiza¬ 
tions. he said that the ad hoc 
Committee on Peaceful Uses of 
Outer Space, consisting of 
delegates from 37 member 
states, is now in the process of 
dealing with three major ques¬ 
tions — a moon treaty, direct 
TV broadcasting by satellite 
and remote sensing. 

Perek pointed out that the 
law of the sea had taken cen¬ 
turies to evolve but the 
development of the Inter¬ 
national law of outer space had 
been remarkably rapid. 

* * ■# 

UN Interest In outer space 
dates back to 1958. after the 
first artificial satellite was 
launched. It was then that the 
committee was established It 
quickly worked out a treaty on 
principles governing the ac¬ 
tivities of states in the explora¬ 
tion and use of outer space. In¬ 
cluding the moon and other 
celestial bodies. 

The treaty lays down five 
basic rules. 

1. Member states shell not 
orbit nuclear weapons 

2. Exploration of the moon 
and other celestial bodies shall 
be exclusively for peaceful pur¬ 
poses. 

3. Military bases shall not be 
established nor weapons tested 
on celestial bodies. 

4. (^ntamlnstion should be 
avoided. 

5. Member states shall not do 
anything which might adverse-'^ 
ly change the environments 
resulting from the introduction 
of extra-terrestial methods

In addition to the treaty, 
there are several other impor¬ 
tant international agreements. 

In 1968. the General Assembly 
adopted the agreement for the

rescue of astronauts, the 
return of astronauts and the 
return of objects launched Into 
outer space. 

This agreement proclaims 
astronauts to be the represen¬ 
tatives of the whole of 
mankind, not simply of their 
own countries, and lays down 
that they must be treated as 
such. If they land in a foreign 
country they have to be 
returned to their home base, 
together with their spacecraft. 

In the event of an accident in 
outer space, the agreement 
states that all other states 
should provide prompt as¬ 
sistance to the extent of their 
abilities. 

Then, there is the convention 
on liability for damage caused 
by space objecU. This lays 
down the pitxtedure for the 
presentaUon and settlement of 
claims and the rules for Inter¬ 
national liability. 

Linked with this is the con¬ 
vention of registration of ob¬ 
jects launched into outer 
space. So far, only France has 
ratified this convention 
although 34 countries have 
signed it. It must be ratified by 
another four countries before it 
comes into force. However, the 
committee Is already receiving 
announcements about 
launching objects into outer 
apace. The system Is beginning 
to work. 

★ ★ * 

There Is considerable dispute 
between member countries 
about the provisions of the 
proposed moon treaty. Some 
representatives consider that 
the resources of the moon and 
of other celestial bodies should 
be treated as the common 
property of mankind. 

Others think it is far too ear¬ 
ly to make any practical provi¬ 
sions for the use of the moon's 
resources because today's 
technology Is not sufficiently 
develop^ to allow their ex¬ 
ploitation on an Industrial 
basis. 

Much more relevant to to¬ 
day's realities Is the question 


which Is the subject of lively 
debate. 

Some countries fear that 
programs could be televised by 
saMlite despite their dlup- 
proval. Countries which are op¬ 
posed to the free dlsseminstlon 
of news and favor censorship 
are especially suspicious of 
satelUta TV. 

One group of countries is In¬ 
sisting on complete freedom in 
(he transmission of programs. 
Others are demanding that 
there should ba prior consent — 
which means that a program 
should be transmitted over a 
country's territory only if It 
agrees to It. 

Another sensitive area Is that 
of remote sensing — basically 
vary similar to taking color 
photographs of the ground..The 
photographs scaiC with high 
precision, water, vegetation, 
harvests and natural 
resources. 

The technique offers enor¬ 
mous opportunities in car¬ 
tography. forestry, fire 
fitting and navigation for Arc¬ 
tic shipping But there are also 
opportunities for misuse. A 
commercial company could 
gather information on the 
harvest prospects of a country 
and then adjust prices to its 
own advantage. 

The committee is discussing 
whether or not to adopt a 


regulation to govern the flow of 
this kind of Information. At the 
same time, the sclantiflo and 
technical sub-committaa Is ex¬ 
ploring ways In which the 
developing countries could use 
such Information. 

The committee has one 
minor problem - the definition 
Of outer space. 

♦ ★ ♦ 

Said Mr. Perak: "Everyone 
knows what outer space means 
but no one can uy what It is 
From the purely scientific 
point of view, the definition of 
outer space Is not complicated; 
it is the legal and political Im¬ 
plications that are com¬ 
plicated. 

"For example, if we say that 
outer space b^lns el a certain 
altitude, it would mean 
that states' sovereignty 
automatically ends at that 
altitude. Since this may have 
important consequences, all 
states are interested in a very 
detailed discussion on this is¬ 
sue before taking a decision.” 

Finally, the committee is 
trying to define exactly what 
are the natural resources of the 
earth, the moon and other 
celestial bodies. 

"All natural resources are 
natural resources but some 
natural resources are more 
needed than others,” says 
Perek.

It took 31 years and (1.5(17 billion, but 
Japan’s taxpayers have finished paying for 
the damages their armies did to their Asian 
aeighbors in the Second World War 

Reparation payments to countries oc¬ 
cupied by Japan during the war finally ended 
three weeks before the 31st anniversary of 
Emperor Hirohito’s surrender broadcast of 
Aug. 15. 1945. 

For the Japanese, the "mortgage burning 
party” took place July 23 at the Foreign 
Ministry In Tokyo, when the Philippines 
acknowledged Japan’s final payment of (17.5 
million. 

Altogether. 11 present-day Asian countries 
shared in the payoff. The Philippines got the 
most. It received (550 million over the 30- 
year period of 1956-75. Laos, which received 
(2.8 million, got the least. 

At the end of the year.the United States and 
other Allied victors were determined to make 
the Japanese pay for everything that had hap¬ 
pened in Asia from 1937 to 1945. 

They quickly found it would be like getting 
blood from a turnip. Japan’s industries bad 
been smashed by air raids, and the treasury 
in Tokyo was empty. In the end. the Japanese 
paid in goods and services, not in cash. 

Starting around 19S5( Japanese companies

began to build dams, factories, irrigation pro¬ 
jects and telepbone systenu for the victim 
countries. The Japanese government paid 
them lor the work. 

It all may have aided Japan as much as it 
did the victims. 

The injection of cash helped revive the 
depressed Japanese economy of the 1950s. In 
the course of building reparation projects in 
Asian countries, the Japanese got a keen in¬ 
sight into their economic needs. In a few 
years, Japan became Southeast Asia’s' 
leading trade partner. 

China, to which the Japanese did mors 
damage than all other countries put together, 
never got anything. The late Nationalist 
Chinese president Cliiang Kai-shek adopted a 
"Christian forgiveness” policy toward Japan 
and refused to daim reparations. 

By the time Japan signed Its peace treaty in 
1952. the Chinese mainland was under com¬ 
munist rule. Tbe United States had laid down 
a policy of no reparations for countries that 
had become part of the communist bloc. 

The Japanese government has never liked 
tbe word "reparations,” with its overtones of 
war guilt. Whenever possible, it calls the pay¬ 
ments "economic aid.” When Japan finally 
normalized relations with South Korea—its 
colony from 1911 to 1945—it offered tbe South 
Koreans an outright grant of (300 mlHlon In 
goods and services.

Gordon Shrum I was sad to read his letter (Coloalst, 17 
August) renewing his old campaign for the erection of a 
nuclear posrer plant on Vancouver Island. As a founding 
father of tbe nuclear establishment in Canada. Dr. Shrum 
has been the most persistent advocate of a nuclear program 
in this Province in spite of tbe fact that If there is one place 
In tbe world that does not need nuclear generation at this 
time It is British Columbia. In spite also of tbe fact that the 
expert consultants hired by the B.C. Energy Board of which 
Dr. Shrum was then chairman recommended strongly 
against the introduction of nuclear technology. 

Perhaps by the time. If ever, when we have no satisfac¬ 
tory alternative, tbe problems of high cost, unreUabillty, 
operational danger, and waste disposal will have been over¬ 
come. It Is understandable that be should be unhappy that the 
consultants’ advice was accepted and his own disregarded by 
both the Social Credit and the NDP governments.

Dr. Shrum’s letter covers a number of points that are of 
interest to everyone concerned with the future power re¬ 
quirements of our province. He argues that nuclear power 
would be relatively inexpensive, especially if the federal 
government would pay much of the cost. Government sub¬ 
sidies would make an^ng inexpensive — except, of course, 
to tbe taxpayers. The fact Is that nuclear generation is not 
cheap and its cost has been skyrocketing in tbe past few 
years: far more rapidly than that of coal generation. 

Dr. Shrum also wrote that erecting a nuclear plant on tbai 
Island coast near Victoria would make it unnecess^ to cut 
a wide transmission right-of-way from Quallcum ^th. Yet 
it was only a couple of years ago that he and Dr. Lome Gray, 
then president of Atomic Energy of Canada, were recom¬ 
mending that a nuclear Installation should be established 
near Nanaimo or somewhere on the west coast of the Island. 

★ ★ ♦ 

The argument that a nuclear plant would provide 
security of supply disregards tbe fact that nuclear plants in 
general, especially on this continent, have been notoriously 
unreliable. 

Dr. Sbrum suggests that Vancouver Islanders should 
visit the open pit mining site of tbe coal plant at Centralia, 
Washington, and tbe Trojan nuclear plant farther south. 

Dr. Shrum’s praise for the Trojan generating plant was 
unwise. It is true that Trojan has been prettied up to look 
pleasant, and enormous efforts are made to impress visitors. 
But the plant has never really operated as a seriously func¬ 
tioning source of power. It was supposed to have become 
available in 1975 but in fact it operated only for a few hours 
on one day of that year. It has been running only intermit¬ 
tently at various times since. It cost over twice as much as 
originally planned. Its record of discharge of heat (161 per 
cent above permissible level), boron and sodium (360 per 
cent) was so bad that on 30 June the owners, Portland 
General Electric, had to ask the State Department of En¬ 
vironmental (Quality to allow it to increase the heat dis¬ 
charges by 177 per cent, sodium by 300 per cent, and boron by 
500 per cent. Instead tbe state on 2 August, alter an Investiga¬ 
tion on the spot, filed suit against the PGE alleging that 43 of 
the rules governing tbe Trojan plant had been violated. 

★ ★ ★ 

The most recent development was the discovery of 
radioactive cobalt in tbe moss on the banks of the Ojluinbla 
River not far below the Trojan. This may or may not have 
been caused by discharges from this [dant, or from the 
nuclear activities at Hanford which also discharges into tbe 
river. * 

Dr. Shrum did not suggest that we should visit the ((0- 
square mile nuclear cemetery in the State of Washington in 
which "permanent” containers of nuclear waste have 
started, one after another, to leak their deadly contents. 

One can respect tbe determination srlth which Dr. Shrum 
pursues his long-time campaign to deliver British Columbia 
into the hands of the Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd. It Is un¬ 
fortunate that he does not espouse a better cause.

Hie railway, built by 25,1X10 
Chinese at a cost of (450 mil¬ 
lion. is regarded os China’s 
foreign aid showpiece in 
Africa. 

Political differences, 
however, particularly between 
white-ruled South Africa and 
Rhodesia and the black-ruled 
states to the north make the 
railway less of a cohesive pro¬ 
ject than it might be. 

A passenger would find it dif¬ 
ficult to board a train in Cape 
Town and expect to travel the 
entire length of the line without 
difficulty. 

Besides political differences, 
the rail line passing through 
the nations touched by tbe 
Cape-toOairo route are often 
incompatible in track width or 
gauge, meaning passengers or 
cargo would have to be 
switched from one rail system 
to another several times along 
the journey. 

The missing links are 
between Shallal in southern 
Egypt south of Aswan and Wadi 
Haifa in northern Sudan and 
between Wau in southern Sudan 
and Pakwach in northern 
Uganda. 

Egyptian and Sudanese of¬ 
ficials blame their former 
British masters for never Unk¬ 
ing the two Nile River 
countries by rail. 

An Egyptian railway expert 
says a rail Unk is impassible 
because tbe track gauge in the 
Sudan is narrower than in 
Egypt even though the British 
built both railways. 

A joint mbilsterial commit¬ 
tee has been conducting 
feasibility studies to find a way 
to join the two lines. 

"Even then a huge amount of 
money wiU be needed to ex¬ 
ecute the project,” the Egyp¬ 
tian expert said. 

One reason Sudan and 
Uganda are not Unked is tbe 17- 
year-old rebellion in southern 
Sudan which would have made 
construction impossible. 

Now that the revolt has 
ended. Sudan is again talking 
about extending its raUway to 
the south although no Arm 
plans have been formulated. 

Observers in Kenya note 
there is no sense of a grand 
Cape-to-Cairo route except 
perhaps in tbe heads of rail 
planners, some of whom are 
leftovers from the colonial 
period. 


They note that rail projects 
in East Africa are plagu^ by 
poUUcal problems and costs 
and it often seems East 
African states barely have tbe 
funds to keep the existing 
system going (lay to day. 

They also say other grand 
transport projects are under 
consideratiaa which deflate the 
Cape-to-Cairo project. 

These include plans to build 
canals on the Sudd. Sudan’s 
great papyrus swamp, and 
make use of the Nile and lake 
system from Uganda 
northward and the Lagos. 
Nigeria-Mombasa, Kenya 
trans-African highway. 

Were he alive. Cecil Rhodes 
would not be happy with the 
way things turned out. 

In a letter written in 1869 he 
outlined his plan to a friend: 
"Everyone supposes that the 
railway is being built with tbe 
only object that a human being 
may be able to get in at Cairo 
and get out at Cape Town. 

"This is, of course, 
ridiculous. Tbe object is to cut 
Africa through the centre and 
the railway will pick up trade 
all along the route.” 

The railway began In 1859 
from Cape Town and reached 
Worcester, 109 miles away. In 
1875 and Beaufort West in 1880. 

The first train arrived at the 
Kimberley diamond mines in 
1885 and finally extended to 
Bulawayo in Rhodesia in 1897. 
The tracks pushed north, 
reaching the south bank of the 
Zambesi River in 1904. 

By that time, Rhodes was 
dead, having died March 26, 
1902, at tbe age of 49. 

Blit his whims were still fol¬ 
lowed — despite technical dif¬ 
ficulties — and the rail line 
crossed the Zambesi at Vic¬ 
toria Falls, the site chosen by 
Rhodes because "I should like 
to have the spray of water over 
the carriages.” 

The bridge was completed in 
1905 and the line continued 
north reaching Livingstone and 
then Lusaka, in Zambia, con¬ 
tinuing north to what now is 
Zaire, the former Belgian 
Congo, to exploit the copper 
deposits in Katanga (Shaba) 
province. 

It was Rhodes’ plan that the 
railway should cut through 
Zaire and link up with the 
railway being built southward 
from Cairo. 

But the railsrays have yet to 
meet and not until the Tan-Zam 
line was completed did it 
become possible to travel 
anywhere near the southern 
Sudan from tbe south.

‘'She's disappointed liSce the 
rest of us, at course, but oth¬ 
erwise she’s her usual self — 
quite cheerful,” said Joan 
Freeman, Julie’s mother. 

Miss Freeman and her 
parents, vdio live at 3973 
Maria Road, Saanich, arrived 
home early Wednesday 
ning from Rochester, Minn., 


where Mayo Qinic doctoi's de¬ 
cided not to operate on the 21- 
year-crid woman because 
present medical techniques 
are not advanced enough. 

Miss Freeman’s pHght has 
drawn much public sympathy 
and response. Bom with the 
heart <mi the wrong side of her 
body, she was scheduled to be 
cm the operating table Tues¬ 
day in Rochester but H was 
called off because prelimi¬ 
nary tests indicated the risk 


was too great. Mayo doctois 
expect they’ll have their tech- 
nlques sufficiently advanced 
in a year or so. 

Victorians, throu^ a puUlc 
appeal by the Open Heart So¬ 
ciety of B.C., had raised more 
than 36,500 to help Julie. 

Mrs. Freeman said dcxdors 
pegged her daughter's 
chances at ‘‘5050 or less” it 
the ofieratson had taken place 
this week. 'They told her that 


the operation may take place 
"within one or two years.” 

Mrs. Freeman said her 
daughter had taken the news 
very well but was feeling a 
little weak because of the 
tests administered during 
their stay at the cUndc. 

She said that Julie will be 
taking a couple at weeks holi¬ 
days to recuperate. 

“Then she’ll go bade to 
work artd wait for the time to 
come,” Mrs. Freeman added. 


Maggots in his garbage cans 


Oak Bay’s garbage collec¬ 
tion S 3 r 8 tem is so poor that a 
homeowner who pays $3,200 
net property taxes still has 
maggots breeding in his gar¬ 
bage cans, council’s wi>ric8 
committee w*as told Wednes¬ 
day night 

On t(^ of that the garbage 
collectors are choosy. 

They refuse to take away 


boxes, metal or other discard¬ 
ed small items. 

And tile result is that 
Harold Burrows, at 3535 
Beach Drive, has to drop off 
his garbage in the large con¬ 
tainers at IGA or Sttieway, or 
sometimes in the municipal 
dumping yard. 

He feels \’ery badly about 
that, he told the committee. 

Burrows was complaining

about the amount of property 
taxes, versus the services of¬ 
fered by the municipality. 

"Possibly more tax dollars 
should be spent on the peofrie 
who pay these ddlars,” said 
Burrows. 

But there is some hope on 
the horizmi. 

Municipal administrator W. 
S. Fleming is making a coat 
comparison of wee)^ and 
fortnightly garbage coUection, 
with the hope that it will be 
feasible to move to a weekly 
collection system in 1977. 

Aid. Douglas Watts suggest¬ 
ed that part of the problem 
ivould be rellei'ed if people 
had proper compost heaps, so 
that there would be less waste 
to breed maggots. 

And he was also sympathet¬ 
ic towanis Burrows, although 
he noted that his income 
would not allow him to buy a 
house on ivhich tits taxes 
amounted to $3,200. 


"Those taxes must repre¬ 
sent some $6,000 in ecumings 
before income tax," he point¬ 
ed out. 

For the $3,000 in taxes, 
Watta pointed out. Burrows 
gets no better service than 
the householder paying $300. 

"He doesn’t get better gar¬ 
bage collection, or more po¬ 
lice protection than I do.” 
said Watts. "And I’m not 
suggesting he should have. 

"I’m not advocating equal 
taxes on property, either, but 
I do think there should be 
some tailing off or a ceiling 
on pn^rty taxes in the upper 
areas.”

Tone-deaf singer 

Computer listens 
and talks back

IX>S ANGELES —Mike 
Grady looked at his computer 
and asked it if it knew any 
songs. After a momentary 
pause the machine obliged 
with Mary Had a Litfle Lamb. 

The Logicon Corp. com¬ 
puter, unveiled here this 
week, won’t be a <‘ontender 
for the Top 40. It’s tone deaf 
and sounds like a stuffed-up 
nose. 

But it’s a hit at what it’s 
designed to do. which is to 
allow humans to enter data 
into the computer simply by 
talking to it. and to get data 
out of the computer by having 
it talk back to them. 

One Logicon for 

example, trains air traffic 
controllers. The trainee talks 
to the computer, which simu¬ 
lates the reposes a pilot 
might give. After the trainee 
learn* to handle routine as¬ 
signments, the computer sim¬ 
ulates emergmey situatkms. 

The Logicon device is just 
<aie of a growing number of 
so-called v(rice recognition 
systems being developed by 
the computer industry. 

The current issue of Da¬ 
tamation. a magazine serving 
the data processing industry, 
notes that voice in put is be¬ 
ing used to sort mail at Mon¬ 
santo Cb, headquarters, rec¬ 
ord sttick certificate* in the 
transfer department of Ci- 
tihank in New York, and pre¬ 
pare control taT)e8 for au¬ 
tomated metal-working ma¬ 
chinery. 

In mo«t installaHons the 


input and output functions 
done by voice could also be 
handled by more conventional 
methods, such as a teleprint¬ 
ing terminal. 

But Donald L. Farr, vice- 
president of Logicon and head 
the division making the 
voice recognition and re- 
i^xxise system, points out that 
in many situations the com¬ 
puter user is too occupied to 
conewtrate on a terminal. 

Aircraft pilrks. far example, 
are hardly in a position to di¬ 
vert their attention to operate 
a computer terminal or mtJni- 
tor its output among the ma/e 
of instruments they must 
monitor during flight. But 
they could speak to a com¬ 
puter. and listen to it* re¬ 
sponse. 

Some voice response sys¬ 
tems, such as thoM used by 
phone companies to tell the 
time of day, contain pre¬ 
recorded words spoken by a 
human. The computer find* 
the words it wants from a file 
stored on magnetic tape, and 
strings them together as need¬ 
ed. 

The system used by Logicon 
and many other firms in¬ 
volve* 60 SvXtfids called 
ems.” These 60 pfamems are 
stored in the computer’s 
memory. When it' needs to 
■'speak” a word It searches 
its memory for the sounds 
that make up the word, put* 
them together and ’'speaks." 
Tbe 60 ran make virtually 
any word in the English lan¬ 
guage. 

The Logicon device store* 
each phonem in four different 
pitchM. so it can give the 
spcAen word* scin* inflection.

I/)NDON (AP) — Criminal 
Cljjlnpse aocictiaa oalled the 
Triad* have branched out 
from a base In Hong Kong to 
Amsterdam and I^ondon, 
ruling among themselvea 
for control of the drug trade, 
RAcording to Dutch and Brit- 
iah police. 

The Dutch police say they 
believe Triad gangs are vying 
to establish a new herohi 
pipeline to tf»e United States. 
S«>tland Yard says a Triad 
gvig known as 14-K may be 
trying to control the drug 
market in Umdon. 

The Trladi already control 
the S200-million annual drug 
trade in Amatenlam. oonaid- 
ered Weatem Europe’s larg» 
eit illicit drug market. They 
algo run wganlzed crime in 
Hong Kong, where polioe de¬ 
scribe them as *'a major 
threat to law and order.” 

Dutch police aay tour-flfdui 

the two tona of heroin they 
expect the Triads to funnel 
through Amsterdam tols year 
will come from Chinese 
gangs In Hong Kong, Malay¬ 
sia. Singapore said Thailand. 

Triad mandarins in Arrurter- 
dam have been to auccesatul 
in turning the city into 
Kurope’a drug capital they've 
caused a heroin glut, the 
Dutch say. This hat pushed 
drug prices down sharply and 
forced Ac Chinese godfathers 
to look for new outlets. 

Dutch detectives said there 
are "strong indications" the 
gangs plan to open a new 
route to toe lucrative U.S. 
maricet through toe former 
Dutch colony of Surinam in 
northeast South America. 

Scotland Yard has 
expressed fears the gangs are 
seeking to organize drug traf¬ 
ficking in London, swnething 
the underworld has never 
seriously attempted before. 
Two big heroin seizures by 
police in the last few monto.s 
have underlined official 
alarm. 

London's police commis¬ 
sioner, Sir Rcbert Mark, has 
formed a apecial hMoe ot 
Scotland Yaid detective* to 
comhai the Triads. 

The Oriental Mafia moved 
to Rurope after a ma.ior 
crtckdowTt on secret societies 
in Hong Kong in 1973. Thou¬ 
sands of mobsters were 
lYXinded up in the operation. 
Many were deported. Others 
moved to Singapore and Ma¬ 
laysia to set up their drug 
smuggling, extortion, prostitu¬ 
tion and'gambling rackets. 

The Netherlands, with its 
tolerant traditions and liberal 
laws, was wide open for the 
gangs. As Ih^ moved into 
Amsterdam and London they 
wiped out competition in the 
drug trade and began their 
own gang wars. 

At least seven prominent 
Oilnatown figures ha^■e been 


killed in Amsterdam jn the 
last two years. 

Chinese restaurant owner 
Kam Wong, S5, was slain in 
I/>ndon's Chinatown in Febru¬ 
ary amid a rising crime wave 
in the quarter. Scotland Yard 
.say* he wa* murdered in rt- 
veng* for the esaaaslnatlon of 
Li Pun-kwok, an Amsterdam 
heroin dealer. 

Four Chdneee. all related, 
were later arretted for Kam’t 
killing, two of them in Am¬ 
sterdam. 

AU tfdd, 30 Chlne*e have 
been arretted in Britian in 
recent months (m attempted 
murder, extortion and drug 
emugghng ohaitfe*. Score* 
more have been rounded up in 
the Netherlands. 

In Hong Kong. Triad vio¬ 
lence is high. Police said at 
least 25 slaying* In 1975 were 
Triad-related. "Cleng fights 
erupt almost e%'«T day o\er 
territorial control among rival 
societies,” ■ spokesman said. 

European police have made 
some major drug seizures 
since the Triad mandarin* 
moved in. But Dutch autfiori- 
tiet estimate that 90 per cent 
of the drug shipment* through 
Amsterdam get past police 
and custonai checia to be dia- 
t r i b u t e d around Kupope. 
Border checks in the Europe¬ 
an Common Market are mini¬ 
mal. 

Scotland Yard officers re¬ 
ported they have found It 
almost impossible to pene¬ 
trate the wall of silence in 
I/>ndon's tight-knit Chinese 
community. Triad strongarm 
•quad* have wrecked sev'eral 
restuarants there in recent 
weeks persuading owners to 
pay protection money. 

Police in Hong Kong say 
that despite their intensive 
1973 orackdowTi the secret so¬ 
cieties remain powerful In the 
colony. Officers estimated 
that there are at least 37 ac¬ 
tive Triad gangs there with a 
known membership of about 
80,000. 

Some estimates put the 
Triads’ worldwide m e m - 
bership as high as one mil¬ 
lion. ‘They flourish whereN'- 
er there's a Chinese commu¬ 
nity,” a police source said. 

The most iwtorious of the 
Triads is 14-K. so called be¬ 
cause toe address of the Ma¬ 
sonic - like brotherhood from 
which it stemmed was 14 Pok- 
wah Road in Canton, Oiina. 
The K signifies karat, or toe 
goM toe society dealt in. It 
hag a reputed membership in 
Hong Kong alone of 20,000. 

Triad is an English tem\ 
derived from the scared 
bol of the gangsters' more 
honorable forebears, the Hung 
Mun, or Red Disciple Society 
formed by patriotic Buddhist 
monks in the mid-17th century 
to riefwd the Ming Dynasty 
against Manchu invaders. 

It« triangular symbol repre¬ 
sents the mystical pow’ers of 
heaven, earth and man.

He Is still wnrtcing on re¬ 
pairs. 

"I increased my Insurance 


coverage 30 per cent.” he said 
in an interview. 'Everybody 
has increased the amounts.” 

Many roads leading into St« 
Bonavwiture, 72 miles noiHw 
east of Montreal, were closed 
for 16 days after the disaster. 
But help for the villagers 
poured in. 

“luots of Strangers were fan¬ 
tastic,” said the mayor. "Peo¬ 
ple frmn 100 miles around 
came to help clean u[> the 
village, to rebuild houses.” 

Now mtMrt of the damge has 
been repaired except for the 
t»2-year-old f)ariah church 
which was so badly damaged 
it had to be torn down. 

The parish priest. Re\’. 
Theophile Orke, describes 
himself as "like a captain of a 
ship who's the last to leave.” 

"I'm the last one waiting 
for a home.” 

A start on rebuilding the 
preabytery will be made this 
fall and an architect has been 
called in to plan a new 
church.

Bank shares surge temporary 


MCK'.TRIIAL lOP) — The 
price surge in chartered bank 
stocks which followed the re> 
lease of the federal white 
paper on banking is probably 
temporary, local securities 
analysts say. 

Bank stocks posted a rela¬ 
tively minor increase Wednes¬ 
day compared with Tuesday, 
whm most banks rose by 
more than a point. 

Analysts generally said they 
expected prices to turn down¬ 
ward again once invx»tors 
had expressed their positive 
reaction to the white paper, 
released Monday. 

An analyst for Tasse et As- 
•odes, who seemed un¬ 
impressed by the paper, said 
he had at least expected the 
government to propose that 
banks calculate interest on 


demand deposits daily. As it 
is, he said, “the establishment 
got what it wanted, as 
always.” 

Jay Rabb of Merrill Lynch 
Roysd Securities Ltd. said: 
“My personal belief is that 
bank shares will go^jp five to 
seven per cent and will come 
back down.” 

He said some analysts were 
talking of a 10 to 15-per-cent 
increase but he doubts the in¬ 
crease will reach that levd 
because “the white paper re¬ 
ally has no effect on banks.” 

Although the paper seeks to 
make banking more competi¬ 
tive. Mr. Rabb said that given 
current start-up costs fbr new 
branches, “any new bank will 
find it very difficult to com¬ 
pete profit^iy with the 
present chartered banks.” 


Analysts say this week’s in¬ 
crease in bank stocks reflects 
a market fincting its own 
level. 

"In the intermediate term, 
we’re not that bullish on 
banks. ” a Levesque Beaubien 
analyst said. "We continue to 
look to the banks to perform 
less favorably than t^ mar¬ 
ket as a whole.” 

He said the white paper’s 
requirement for deposit-tak¬ 
ing institutions to hold re¬ 
serves will cause a “great 
deal of unease for the trust 
companies.” 

But another analyst dis¬ 
counted the statement, saying 
the near-banks have always 
held reserves with chartered 
banks so that diey may clear 
their cheques. 

Any profits from new leas¬ 


ing and factoring operations 
provided for in the white 
paper won’t show ig> for a 
couple of years. 

“The banks have no man¬ 
agement ability in either area 
yet.” a Dominion Securities 
Corp. analyst said. 

He sees increased activity 
In foreign banking as a bettw* 
bet. Access to Canada for 
foreign banks means Canadi¬ 
an banks will get reciprocity. 

And given Canadian banks’ 
good reputation In the field, 
“they might be able to do well 
within one-and-a-half to two 
years,” be said. 

Meanwhile, ahnost 60.000 
shares erf lAC Ltd. were trad¬ 
ed Wednesday on the Mon¬ 
treal Stock Ircchange, with 
50,000 going in a single trans- 
actim. I/UC, a commercial 


credit company, has ex¬ 
pressed interest in becoming 
a chartered bank.

Labor Relations Board working 


Paul Weiler keeps it coal 


VANCOUVER (CP) — In 
the often-contentious world of 
British Columbia labor rela¬ 
tions. the man in the hot seat, 
Paul Weiler. chairman of the 
B.C. Labor Relations Board, 
is cool and composed. 

Weiler, a former 37-yearold 
Osgoode Hall law professor, 
sat quietly in his office at the 
height of one of the province's 
most acerbic disputes, the 
Aluminum Co. of C^anada’s 
troubles this spring at its Ki- 
tlmat smelter. 

The only signs of trouble 
were interruptions by six as¬ 
sistant reporting the latest 
moves in the dispute, which 
was climaxed by arrest of 
several strikers by RCMP 
after the board had declared 
a woik stoi^age an illegal 
strike. 

Weiler is cool and ui^r- 
turbed, his tired eyes, the 
only clue that he's been up 
HHich of the night writing a 
decisrion on one of the 4.000 
cases that come before the 
board each year. 

After 30 months on the fir¬ 
ing line the scholar seems un¬ 
changed, with the detachmmt 
and enthusiasm fex* fresh 
ideas preserved. 

“Weiler's surprised a few of 
the cynics.” says one labor 
relations lawyer. 

“Let’s face it. the labor 
scene in this province is no 
place for a gentleman. Wh^ 
we heard we were getting a 
Toronto law professor for 
chairman, more than a few 
thought he'd be shipped bade 
to the ivory tower in pieces." 

One of those with dexibts 
was Geoi^ Brown, regional 
vice-president of the Canadian 
Associatioii of Industrial, Me¬ 
chanical and Allied Workers.

"I don’t think they’re (aca¬ 
demics) very earthy.” said 
Mr. Brown at the time.

New iegislatirxi introduced 
by the then-NDP government 
provided a labor relations set¬ 
up Weiler says is five years 
ahead of any other labor rela¬ 
tions board in L^ada. But 
the chairman stiti has no illu* 
sions about its limitations. 

"Industrial relations is just 
human relations,” says 
Weiler. "If you can’t find uto¬ 
pias in human relations, you 
won't find them in industrial 
relations. 


The board can find solutions 
to each dispute as It occurs, 
but can't find g^eral solu¬ 
tions that cover wh(^e areas, 
he says. 

‘Tegal change must be in¬ 
troduced carefully. You can’t 
devise a set of rules and Im¬ 
pose it holus-bolus on a situa¬ 
tion. The society will reject 
it.” 

The key. Weiler said. Is that 
the board had been j^ven the 
scope and time to ctevelop a 
system of labor law through 
the handing erf individual 
cases. 

Weiler is halfway through 
his five-year contract to head 
the labor relatkxis board and 
his next post is still undecid¬ 
ed. 

But he says he w-ants to re¬ 
turn to the academic life, per¬ 
haps to write a book or two on 
his labor relations experience.

The SEX! ordered a public 
hearing, an administrative 
pniceeding. to hear the 
charges against Dirks and his 


customers. An administraHvq 
law judge w-ltl hear the case, 
with the SE!C staff presenting 
the charges, and Dirks arvl 
the companies offering a de¬ 
fense. The judge will decide 
on penalties, if any. His deci¬ 
sion can be appealed to the 
full five-member SEC. and ul¬ 
timately, to the U.S. Court of 
Appeals.

West 
Germany' was convicted of 
kidnapping, exlortion and 
auto tiiaft- Hi* lawyer Indicat¬ 
ed ha planned to appeal the 
sentence. 

Judge Erik Bendrodt said 
kidnapping and extortion 
were on the riae throughout 
the Western world. He had to 
hand down a stiff sentence to 
act a* a datarrant to other*. 

Ha said gchuenemann want¬ 
ed to make "one big acort" so 
he could lead a life d luxury. 
He took a risk and loat. 

The court was told Schuene- 
mann seized Margaret Si- 
homt. wife of a branch man¬ 
ager of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, in an underground 
parkiTV garage April 79. He 
drove her to an isolated area 
on Burnaby Mountain, where 
he handcuffed her wrist* and 
ankle* and chained her by the 
legs to a tree. He also taped 
her ayes and mouth.

freed herself from the hand- 
euff* on her legs and was 
picked up by a puiing motor¬ 
ist. 

A peyohlatrist'i report said 
Sehuenemann had a "low 
frustration toltranea" and a 
"high aapiration lav^."

Representatives of 
(Ustrict labor councils and 
staff members of the cYxigress 
and its affiliated unions will 
discuss protest action* with 
senior CLC officials. 

“Then they will fan out to 
their own communities to or¬ 
ganize local protest* and en¬ 
courage other organization.^ 
and Individuals to take part," 
the CLC said. 


Tht oonvention also author¬ 
ized the federation to explain 
and promote its ideolocdcal 
program in order to encour¬ 
age full participation from the 
membw'S and greater support 
from the public. 

Ibe delegatee also passed 
resolutign* calling for a study 
into the difficulties of Indian 
children who attend public 
Mchools. 

Earlier, delegates placed a 
motion on the agenda calling 
for the istiblUhmant of a 
committee to formulate a po* 
aition papar of worker de¬ 
mands for thi next provincial 
election campaign- 

Much of the attention at the 
convention continued to be de¬ 
voted lo the contract negotia¬ 
tions tor 60.000 federation 
member* in the elementary 
and high school lectore. 

The delegates have been 

largely split on whether to 
favor further conceeeions on 
workload, the lone major 
issue not yet resolved In th* 
l4-monthtold talks. 

The province’s C^tholif 
schools have said thgy will 
lock out the teachers If a con¬ 
tract is not signed by the start 
of the new school year next 
mon th¬ 
in a news release following 
Wednesday's cabinet meeting 
Educeton Minister Jean Blen- 
venue and Public Works Min¬ 
ister Oswald Parent 
expressed their support for 
the threat to lock teachart 
out. 

Government sources said 
the cabinet studied a final gUy 
bal offer Wedneeday to be 
presented to th* teaoherf 
later this week. 

A strong bloc ci delegates, 
led by Pierre Lemeire of the 
f.SOIVmember Alliance des 
Profewturs. has insisted that 
the teachers not back dowti 
further on the workload issue 
even if It means a confronta¬ 
tion with the government.

day on 150.000 t^ail and greet¬ 
ed hapf^ily at Victoria provin¬ 
cial court by hit wife, Bath 
Ann. 

Baker. 50. and hi* 24-year- 
old wife, bptii TexadA Island 
resident*, were among six 
person* charged in mid-April 
with conspiracy to import and 
traffic in marijuana In a case 
which stretched from the B.C. 
Lower Mainland to Seattle 
and Las Vegas. 

M*. Baker and another 
woman among the aix were 
released on ownarecognixance 
ball shortly after their 
arrests. Two other men were 
released after a few weeks, 
opce surety bail was posted 
for them. 

But Baker and Robert Ar- 
rhibald Brook, 25, of West 
Vancouver, were at first or¬ 
dered detained In custody and 
then, after appealing the 
orders of B.C higher courts, 
were unable to raise surety 
bail of 550.000 for Baker and 
SIOO.OOO for Brook — until 
Wednesday. 

Both men now are free on 
the sureties and on strict re¬ 
porting conditions until the 
completion of theit three- 
week preliminary hearing, 
scheduled to start Oct. 12 in 
the t^otoria court li the 
hearing enda with an order 
for e higherHXRurt trial and 


usual procedure is followed, 
they would remain free until 
the trial ccxicluded. 

Baker staged an intensive 
letter-writing rtmptign to 
Gardom. the B.C. oorrectlwYs 
branch and Victoria’s daily 
newspapers, urging ^.conjugal 
visits because his "warm-lov¬ 
ing relattomhip of tight 
years" with his wife was en¬ 
dangered hy their separation. 

The oorrecHons braiwh re¬

senes a.s the health sers'ices i 
centre. 

The next year, construction 
of University House began 
and was completed by 197U. 
At that time, the value of the 
land and home was pegged at 
3105,000. Today, the land 

alone is worth 3200,000. Fetch 
said. 

The first president to live at 
University' Hai.se was Bruce 
Partridge, who occupied it 
until 19S2 when Dr. Hugh Far- 
qiihar became president. 

Faiquhar had his own home 
in Victoria and decided not to 
use University House. Instoad 
he had Glen Foster, manager I 
of the Faculty Club, and his 
family occupy the house and 
paid them to Jotrfc after It. 

Fapquhar also det*lded to 
make sane renovations and 
divided the house into pitoiic 
and private sections, fur¬ 
nished the public dining and 
living roans and fixed up the ' 
other iiMrts fur official eotei*- i 
taining. 

J^etch, who came to UVic In 
January, 1975, lived in resi¬ 


dence on campus until 
August, when he moved into 
the house. 

He and his wife were mar¬ 


ried In one of the rooms in the 
istolic area on March 27 this 
year and have lived there 
since.

TORONTO ICP) - - A team 
nf United -States mathemat¬ 
icians think they ha\*e solved 
the pu/de of how to color an>' 
map with only four colors so 
that no two neighboring coun¬ 
tries or regions are the same 
color. 

Kenneth Afipel and 
Wolfgang Haken of the Uni¬ 
versity of niinois at Urbana 
presented the result* of more 
than four j^ears w.>rk on the 
problem at the annual meet¬ 
ing Wednesday of the Ameri¬ 
can Mathematical So<'iety and 
the Mathematical AMUH-iation 
i>f America. 

Although mathematicians 
do not really care whether it 
rakes four or five cokuw to do 
a map. Prof. Haken said, they 
are intrigued by the 124-year- 
f>Jd problem which has defieil 
persistent efforts to solve it. 


It became "more and more 
embarrassing that such a 
sim|)Je question could TK)t be 
solved." he said Monday an an 
interview. 

After 1.200 hours of com¬ 
puter thne. about 10,000 dia¬ 
grams representing regiom of 
ma()s and hundreds of jiages 
of calcirfationB. preliminar>- 
results show that all the dia¬ 
grams can be colored with no 
more than four C4ik>r*. 

I’he solution, if confirmed :

'lYie government asked par¬ 
liament to declare a state of 
national emergency because 
of toe “armed conflict in 
Northern Ireland” and to 
sanction the new security 
measures, among the 
toughest in this century. 

It will enaJUe police to hold 
su^iects for a week instead of 
the present 48 hours and raise 
the maitnuim prison teim for 
IRA membership faom two to 
seven years. It wlH aJso allow 
the army to assume police 
powers ol airest and deten¬ 
tion. 

But perhapi^ most s t ri ngent 
of all the provisions were 
those designed to catch IRA 
recruiters and those who pub¬ 
licly extol it or assist it se¬ 
cretly. 

Under the new legislation, 
any person assisting in IRA 
recruiting would be Mable to a 
maximum sentence of 10 
years. 

“It is designed to net those 
who give s ec r et aid and con> 
fort to the IRA — the godfa¬ 
thers,” a govemment souzve 
said.

Only 69 million acres are 
under crop. 

“While these figures may ap- 
I)ear ample, |t now has be¬ 
come very evident that the 
total acreage of improved 


land will only suppmt a popu¬ 
lation of 30 million people at 
present food intaice levels in 
Canada."

He claims that since the 
death of Spain's long • time 
ruler, Francisco Franco, lost 
year, fan mail and financial 
oontri'butioni have been 
reaching him from the Canar- 
. Spain, Venezuela and 
azil. 

Last December, Algeria, 
furious over Spain’s ceding (MT 
the Spanish Sahara to Moroc- 
oa — gave CuUllo daily radio 
time. Encouraged by both Al¬ 
geria and Libya, he has begun 
tn threaten an “armed libera¬ 
tion sijuggle.”

understand,” CubUlo said iiy 
an interview. 

“We reject the local au¬ 
tonomy offered by ^in, and 
we are determined to Ixrid out 
for total independence, how¬ 
ever lc«g it may take. ” 

Since 1968, the Organiz;ttion 
for African Unity has labelled 
the Canaries cvte of Africa's 
last unliberated colonial tem- 
tories and has reportedly 
given Oibillo an annual sul> 
sidy. Algeria alii«> reportedly 
provides a sulbsldy and has 
granted CubiUo a passport. 

The Canaries are a prosper¬ 
ous tourist i)aradJ8e in the At¬ 
lantic, 800 miles from ^pain 
but only 60 miles from the 
North African coast. The is¬ 
lands have a popidatlon dt 
about one million and are 
among the world’s largest ex¬ 
porters of bananas and fresh 
vegetables. 

CubiUo's radio programs, 
broadcast in Spanish, call for 
strikes, boycott of Spanish 
goods, demonstrations and 
other protest action. Spanish 
diplomatic sources say the ef¬ 
fect has been minimal, but 
there is evidence the broad¬ 
casts have an increasing audi¬ 
ence in Si>ain and the Canar¬ 
ies. Oibillo claims they are 
being jammed.

?'red Block can tiUc about tht 
•we«t smell of tucceta. 

The former flower child juit 
ttirned'so Is founder and pres¬ 
ident of The Olfactory Cforp., 
one of the biggest Incense 
makers In the U^. with aeles 
nf more than 12 million last 
year. It's a k)ng way from the 
bathtub operation he began In 
1967 to earn Kwne money 
after hsa wife fot pregnant. 

“1 got Into Incense beeauM 
I got real^ turned on by it per¬ 
sonally." says Block, a soft- 
spoken man whose conversa¬ 
tion is a mix of street sass 
and management maxims. 
“It’s not the kind of thing you 
jump into because you say: T 
think I'll make a career in in¬ 
cense.’ ” 

It was 1996. and Bk>ck was 
hui'ning some Indian Incense 
in his Venice apartment. He 
derided to write the manufac- 
lui'er to find out more about 
the centuries-old product. 

"'niUi Strange • tooking 
package came back from 
Bombay, aB wrapped In lin¬ 
en," he reballa. "It was about 
four pounds of incense. I 
.started burning It and people 
liked it. I got quite a bit of 
int«ast, eo I sent them S25 
andt told them to ship it air¬ 
freight. 

"When It got here, I found 
as much as I could about it 
but the airfreight foom Bom¬ 
bay cost $125, so X had to go 
out and nidcel and dime my 
friends to pay lhe waybill.” 

Demand for Block’s in¬ 
cense, w^ch he sold in head- 
shops on the Sunset Strip, 
grew. In true entrepreneurial 
fashion he decided to stop 
selling someone else's product 
and start making Ids own. 

"I sto{^>ed importing, retd 
as much as 1 o^d about ft 
and finally learned how to put 
together some Incense." 
he eayi. Then, after ex¬ 
perimenting with MwduM. 
ground-up flowers and various 
perfumes, he put together 
uhat he claims was the 
world's first strawberry In- 
eefise and sales began to move. 

Block moved, too. The lady 
In .the ground-floor apartment 
was complaining about the 
strange aromas wafting down 
firsn the bathsoom lab up¬ 
stairs. It was hard to blame 
her — Block had concocted 
103 different fragrances. He 
has since trimmed his product 
line on the grounds that "the 
world Isn't ready for 108." 

The Olfactory Cbrp., now 
nine years old, sells its in¬ 
cense in stick form through 
super-markets, record stores 
and other retail outlets. 
Aromas range from sweet pea 
to heliotrope, with mere com¬ 
mon ftragranoea like tiangi- 
pani, cherry and wild blacik- 
berry also avaflaUe. 

Block who started In busi¬ 
ness at age six selling news¬ 
papers on a Philad(ri(hia 
street comer, is similar to 
most esoecutives In wanting to 
increase the demand for his 
product Of couiae, ha ixrts It 
a little diiferently. 

"I do want to turn ms many 
people as possible on to their 
nose," he aaya. "It’s an up¬ 
lifting thing. And the demand 
for our product woridwdde is 
very great — wherever people 
hava a nose." 


Student aid 
‘flexibiUty’ 
promised 

CmaSIsn areas 

Education Minister Pat 
McGaer says the provincial 
education departmerkt wiB be 
"as flexible as potsHUie" in 
assessing applications for stu¬ 
dent aid this year. 

He made that promise after 
representatives of the B.C. 
.Students Federation met 
I*abor Minister Allan Wil¬ 
liams and officials of the edu¬ 
cation department on behalf 
of post-secondary students 
who were unable to make 
enough money to qualify for 
the student assistance pro¬ 
gram. 

Students who graduated 
from high school in June are 
required to put up about S400 
and university students are 
expected to contribute $800 to 
obtain grants and loans. 

Federation spokesmen said 
many were unable to make 
that much money because few 
jobs were available this year. 

A department spokesman 
said handling of appeals had 
been streamlined vrithin the 
department to accommodate 
all possible students. 

Some 20,000 students are ex- 
pei^ted to apply for the $30.6 
million available this year 
under the program. The prov¬ 
ince contributes $9.2 millicm in 
outright grants and the re¬ 
maining $21.4 million is in 
federal loans

HOUSTON (UPI) — A 
Rftohard Nixon plead¬ 
ed with a powes^ Democrat¬ 
ic senator to save him from 
criminal praseoutdon in the 
Watergate caee, according to 
fbrmer apecial prosecutor 
Leon Jaworald In hta bock, 
Ttie Right and the Power, 

At the time, Nixon had re¬ 
signed the presidency and had 
flown to Sw Qemente. and a 
national debate had begun on 
whether he should be prosecu¬ 
ted for his part in Watergate. 

When the debate hesM, Ja- 
worsid received a phofw call 
from Smator James Eastland 
of Miasteaippi, asking the spe¬ 
cial prosecutor to visit East- 
land and Senator Roman 
Hruska, Nebraska RepiMi- 
can. 

Eastland said he had just 
talked with Nixion, that the 
former president had called 
from his San Oesnente resl- 
denc.e 

"He was crytng.” Eastland 
said. "He said. >1^, don’t let 
Jawor^ put me in that trial 
with Haldeman and Ehrlich- 
man. I can’t take any 
more,* ” Eastland shook his 
head. "He's in bad shape, 
Leon.” 

In Ms book, which will be 
released in mld-Spetember, 
Jaworski wrote; 

"There was a touch of pity 
he felt tor Nixon in his voice, 
but not the slightest intima¬ 
tion that he w«a trying to 
twist my arm. He wai 
telling me sc s neth fi ng about a 
man in whom we both, Ibr 
differing reauons, had a deep 
interest." 

A spokesman tor Eastland 
said the senator confimed 
that Nixon did call him and 
that his converstloan whh Ja¬ 
worski did take place. He said 
Eastland would have no fur¬ 
ther comment. 

The spokesman added it 
was his own impression that 
eastland had made no re¬ 
quests ot Jaworski »— "he 
meredy presented Nixon's 
eaae. He didnH make any cm- 
gument way or the 

other." 

The excerpts were pub¬ 
lished this week by the Hous¬ 
ton ChTOTicle. 

"Senator (Edward W.) 
Brooke, Maaep ch us et te Re- 
pitolican, had withdrawn his 
plan for a’ resolution asking 
that no action be taken 
agidnst Ndxcs) because be 
considered the resignation 
speech an arrogant affront to 
the country, l^t others, in 
and out of congress, were still 
calling for such a resolution. I 
asked Eastland if the consen- 
Kus group had any plam in 
that direction. He said no de¬ 
cision had been reached. We’ll 
think on it. We’ll be in 
touch.’ " 

But no one got In touch, ac¬ 
cording to the book. 

Columnists and cartoonists 
depicted Jaworski as deserted 
by congress and President 
Ford, left to deal with i 
heavy burden. 

"To them." Jaworski wrote, 
"I was in a position erf being 
damned if I did or damned tf 
I didn’t prosecute Nixon. Ex¬ 
perts of vaitouB kinds were 
interviewed about Jaworski’s 
Dilemma.’ Various courses of 
aotion were recommended, 
some bordering on the exot¬ 
ic." 

While Jaworsid and his spe¬ 
cial prosecution were 

studying courses of action 
which could be taken, Pres¬ 
ident Ford pardoned Nixon 
for any and all crimet he 
might have committed while 
president.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
.Serious crime In the United 
States Increased by 10 per 
cent in 1975, with property 
crimes showing the bluest 
gain, the FBI taid. this week. 

The investigation bureau's 
report on 1975 also contained 
data showing that 20,510 
murders were reported — 
down one per cent frwn 1974. 
Arrests were made in 78 per 
cent of murders. 

Poftce made 9,300,000 
arrests for ail crimet other 
than traffic offencea. Arrests 
of women were up by four per 
cent. But for every female 
arrest, there were five of 
men. 

Rape was up one per cent, 
motor vehicle thefts rose two 
per cent and burglaries were 
up seven per otnt. Robbers 
took an average $331 from 
each victim. 

On 1975, murder within 
the family made up approod- 
mately one-fourth of all 
murder offences," the report 
said. "Over one half of these 
family killings involved 
spouse killing spouse. The re¬ 
mainder were parents killing 
children and other relaava 
killings."

LONDON (Reuterl — Many 
summer visitors to London 
have been missing one of the 
most distinctive features of 
this capital city: the booming 
notes of Big Ben sounding out 
every 15 minuteg. 

The sound the great clock 
bell at Westminster has been 
carried to many countries 
during die last 50 years by the 
British Broadcast^ CJorpora- 
tion. The l3H-t0n cracked bell 
has been ri n gin g out over the 
last 117 years though the 
chime* were stopped during 
the First World War when 
Zeppelin raids on London 
were imminent. 

Towering above the Houses 
of Parliament, the Big Ben 
clock tower has become a 
'symbol of London, as evoca¬ 
tive as the Eiffel Tower in 
Paris or the Statue of Liberty 
in New York. 

The clock is illuminated 
whenever Parliament holds a 
late-night sitting. 

The fault that silenced Big 
Ben on .\ug. 5 also stopped 
' the giant clock with four 
faces in the 316-feet4iigb 
tower for 13 hours. One of the 
rlrums in the mechanism dis¬ 
integrated and pieces were 
scattered over the floor. 

The clock was being 
stopped again on Aug. 16 to 
enable repair work to be car^ 
ried out and was due to be 
restarted at noon on Aug. 20. 

Tt was hoped that the strik¬ 
ing of the hour bell would be 
resumed on Aug. 20 but of- 
ficicUs said it might be a full 
year before the quarter 
chimes were heard again. 
Preliminary investigations 
suggested it was a weakness 
in the quarter bell mechanism 
that was responsible for the I 
breakdown. 

A member of the firm 
which held the maintenance I 
contract for many years said. 
’Tfs more a .icto for engineers ; 
than for a clockmaker.” 

Many people wrongly refer , 
to the clock, in the tower on 
the north side of the Houses of ' 
Parliament overiortcing the | 
Thames River, as Big but 
actually that is the name of ! 
the big bell. | 

The clock i* said to he the j 
biggest, most powerful and ; 
accurate in the world. j 

Since May 1, 1859, tt has j 
iMegraphed the hour twice a i 
day to fhc Royal Observatory ; 
at Greenwich to check it* ) 
time. For weeks on end. it has | 
kept time to within one-tenth i 
of a second per day. 

Every five to 10 year's an 
adjustment is made -by placing 
a painy or halfpenny on the 
pendulum or removing it. Re¬ 
move a penny and the clock 
loses a fraction of a second 
l>er day: add one and it gains 
that amount. 

There now are more than a 
dozen pennies and one half¬ 
penny on the pendulum, which 
is 15 feet long and wei^is 680 
pounds. 

Mere are some statistics 
about the clock: each of the 
dials is 22'i feet in diameter 
and the mere cast-iron frame¬ 
work of the dial weigh* four 
toa'!. 

The four figures are two 
feet high and six feet apart. 
The minute marks are 14 
inches apart. The outer point 
of the minute hand leaps for¬ 
ward seven inches every half- 
minute. 

The hour hand is nine feel 
long, the minute hand 16 feet 
and together they weigh two 
hundredweight. 

Work on the clock tower 
began in 1843 and the clock it¬ 
self was completed in 1835. 

The ftret bdl cast in ISK 
made the loudest rroise e\’er 
Iteard in London. Soon after it 
had been hoisted into position. 
fh(? bell cracked during a sec¬ 
ond test in October. 1857. It 
\vn£ melted dowT) and recast 
Ihr followir^ April. Four 
quaiTer - chime bells were 
added and finally the whole 
carillon was hoisted into place 
in the clock tower. 

On .Sept. 28. 1859. Big Ben 
Mark II w'as also found to be 
cracked.

Why is the bell called Big 
Ben? 

Tt was named after a Victo¬ 
rian politician. Sir Benjamin 
Hall, a tall man w'ho w’aa 
Chief commissioner of wotics 
w hen the bell was cast 

The story goes that 
members of Parliament were 
debating a name for the b^l 
and after a long speech by Sir 
Lenjamin. a weary member 
shouted out. “Call h Big 
Ben.'*

Garden Notes 


Th> time is ripe now to get 
in a few licks of work on the 
bed* at pei'enniai flowei's in 
order to enjoy the most at¬ 
tractive effect from the au¬ 
tumn-blooming plants. 

The phlox and sidalceas and 
such summer bloomers are 
beginning to ]ook a little 
weather-worn, and their old 
flower heads should be 
trimmed off to preserve a 
neat ap(}earance. Tlie early- 
flmvering varieties of lilies 
are over the hill. too. and 
should be deadheaded. Reduc¬ 
ing the height of the atelk just 
a little will give more room in 
fhe border for the neijdibour- 
ing fall bloomers to spread 
themselves a bit. 

Up to now. the Gloriosa dai¬ 
sies. Miehaelmas daisies. 
Coneflowers, Golden Glow 
and similar tall late-Womning 
' kinds have been bundled to 
their stakes, looking like a 
sack tied in the middle. These 
ties {d>ould he loosened now, 
and possibly a few more 


stakes allotted to each plant, 
allowing the autumn flower¬ 
ing plwts to take on a more 
natural shape and to occupy 
more space, thereby dominat¬ 
ing the scene. 

★ * ★ 

Plants of spring cabbage 
which were raised from seeds 
sown through the late spring 
and early summer, should be 
big enough and strong enough 
now to ^ planted out in the 
spot where they are to stand 
through the winter. One of the 
best sites to use for this pur- 
jKwe is the ground where 
early potatoes have been lift¬ 
ed. Because of alj that cul¬ 
tivating and earthing-up and 
the constant hoeing that had 
to be done while the potatoes 
occupied the ground, it should 
he well worked and “In good 
tilth” by now and In splendid 
shape to take the cabbage 
plants. It needs only to be 
raked )e^’el and trodden firm 
to make it ready. 

It would be a mistake to 


8<-atter any fertilizer before 
transplanting your cabbage 
plants, as this wxHiId have a 
tendency to induce lush, 
sappy growth much too tender 
to withstand winter weather. 
Instead, apply all the wood 
ashes you can lay your hands 
on, for the potash they con¬ 
tain is invaluable for harden¬ 
ing up the plants and render¬ 
ing them impervious to winter 
winds and low temperatures. 
The ash from incinerators 
where paper is burnt is the 
same as wood ash. 

If the potatoes you lifted 
fjom the plot were nice and 
dean-skinned and free from 
scab, you can take it for 
granted that there Isn't 
enough lime in the soil to 
grow good cabbages, for the 
ground which produces a good 
cabbage crop will almost 
always produce scabby spuds. 

If your potatoes were clean¬ 
skinned. then, you had better 
give the plot « generous 
dreesing at hme along with the 


wood ashee. If you use hy¬ 
drated lime, apply cupfuls 
per square yaid; If pulverized 
Iimest(xie, double the dosage 

— 3 cupfuls per square yard 

— raking it shallowly into the 
soil surface. 

Under ordinary growing 
conditions, I am a great be¬ 
liever in ginng my plants 
plenty of elbow room in whi< h 
to develop prt^erly; besides, 
it is a lot easier to hoe out the 
weeds when the plants are 
spaced widely apart. 

It seems to me, though, that 
subjects which are to stand 
outdoors all winter get along 
better when they are huddled 
together a bit closer than cus¬ 
tomary. This seems to give 
th«n some degree of mutual 
protection from the frost and 
winter wind. 

In setting out spring cab¬ 
bage plants, then. I space my 
rows only two feet apart in¬ 
stead at the usual three, and 
the plants are only 18 Inches 
apart in the row*.

I hate to be the one to throw 
cod'd water on this idea, but 
neither the president <rf the 
United States nor Congress 
can reailly do much to chmge 
anytinng. 

The guy who runs this 
country is Plotkin. He is nei¬ 
ther elected by the American 
people nor does he have to an¬ 
swer to them. 

Plotkin, and the thousands 
like him, are civil servants 
averaging somewhere around 
$20,000 a year. They are 
stashed away in large brick 
and glass buildings all over 
Washington, Maryland and 
Virginia, and no matter what 
Congress or the president de¬ 
cide. they are the people in 
charge. 

Let us say that the pres¬ 
ident wants a pothole reform 
bill. He sends it up to 
Congress where, after hvo 
years, it it passed. The pres- 
idMit signs it and ev'eryone in 
the ITnited States believes it is 
the law of the land. 

Except Plotkin. 


Plotkin gets the bill and ex¬ 
amines it. The w<H^ing. after 
the lobbyists get through with 
it, is, at course, vague. What 
kind of potholes does the law 
cover? How much money 
should be spent to fill each 
pothole? Shc^ld the wwk be 
contracted to private industry 
or to the Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers? Was it Congress’ intent 
to deal with all potholes (n* 
just those on federal prop¬ 
erty? And. finally, what con¬ 
stitutes a pothole in the first 
place? 

Plotkin, who has been a 
civil serv'ant for 20 years, 
knows if he takes any action 
on his own. he could be cri- 
tized and he could blot his 
copy book. 

So he calls a meeting of all 
his department heads and 
asks them to write him me- 
mcH^nda on the best way to 
adminster the pothole bill. He 
tells them it is a matter of 
urgency and he wants to hear 
from everybody In six 
months. 

Six months later the people 
under Plotkin aU submit me¬ 
moranda. A majority of them 
suggest that a study be made 
of poth des by a cnnmussi<in 
made up of engineering ex¬ 


perts fi;^ compandes. univer¬ 
sities aTtd-^’^vemment that 
will report back to the bureau 
m a year. 

Plotkin likes the Idea and 
approves it. But to play it 
safe he also hires his own ex¬ 
perts to check out the repeat 
of the commission. This 
means larger office apace 
and Plotkin decides to move 
the bureau to a new building. 
The move requires tremen¬ 
dous logistics, but also causes 
fierce competition among all 
of Plotkin’s subordinates as to 
where their offices will be lo¬ 
cated, as well aa carpeting, 
furniture and fhe location of 
the water cooler. 

There is so much con- 
toversy over the new quarters 
that Plotkin hasn’t had too 
much time to wofry about the 
potholes. 

Finally the move Is made, 
new people are hired and ev¬ 
eryone settles down to the 
task administering the pot¬ 
hole bill. The outside commis¬ 
sion has submitted its report 
which is circiiated throughout 
the burewi for comments. 

The comments are all nega¬ 
tive and it is decided to scrap 
the commission’s report. The 
fear of most of the people in 


Plotkin’s office is that, if they 
accept toe recommendations 
of the commiS8i(Xi, they would 
have to put them into action. 
If they turn them down, 
they’ll have to come up with 
their own which would mean 
expanding the biseau, thus 
guaranteeing everyone a pro¬ 
motion to toe next civil ser¬ 
vice grade. 

By this time Congress and 
the president have forgotten 
they even passed a pothole 
bill. But cme day the president 
is driving U.S. Highway 95 
and he hits a pothole. His 
head bumps the ceiling of the 
limousine and an AP pho¬ 
tographer gets a picture of it. 

'This makes the president 
very mad and he says to 
aadc, “Whatever happened to 
the pothole bill I signed?” 

Tlwt night Plotkin gets a 
call from the White House and 
the aide says, i^The president 
wants a progress report on 
what you’re doing about the 
pothole* in this country.” 

“We’re woririi^ on a repoi't 
rip^t now',” Plotkin assures 
him. 

“But just because toe Pres¬ 
ident sagn.s a hill doesn't 
mean he can expect results 
overnight.”

The Hon, ruler of the 
animal world, determined to 
set up court to discover who 
among his subjects had 
sinned — and wns thus re¬ 
sponsible for bringing the 
dreaded pestilence upon them 
all. 

All of the animals wwe 
summoned to appear before 
his majestic and august pre¬ 
sence to confess their wrong¬ 
doing. The tiger, the wolf, and 
the bear openly admitted that 
they had maimed, destroyed 
and killed animals and 
humans - without a shred of 
mercy. Despite their volun¬ 
tary admission they were ex¬ 
onerated from all blame by 
the judge. Said the lion; "You 
are held guiltless since you 
have only done what Is ex- 
I)ected you.”

When the strong use the law 
as if it were intended to “pro¬ 
tect’* them from the weak, 
they destroy its apti'it, using it 
to abuse it. 

Wherefore, tor Its humani¬ 
ty. the world depends less 
u|xjn its majorities than upon 
its minorities; more upon the 
weak than on the strong. For 
iKiwer corrupts man, distorts 
his vision, deflects his moral 
sen.se. Instead <rf seeking to 
protect the unprotected, the 
j)owerful turn the tables on 
them, exploit their weakness, 
make a of their frailty. 

But ultimately, history foils 
the mighty because it is 
hinged to the law of “measure 
for meaaure.” The strong <mes 
may grow from strength to 
strength only to trip over 
their own power lines. Athens 
survived but Sparta fell, Just 


as the ant thrives still, long 
after the dinosam’ has toppled 
into oblivitm. The meek can 
survive to Inherit while the 
mighty fall under their own 
weight. 

The witness of conscience is 
found in the “have-nots": the 
“haves” are too busy getting 
bigger. Where fo re those who 
have something to offer soci¬ 
ety need not pine after 
bigness: The tragedy lies not 
in being small or outnum¬ 
bered but in desiring to be¬ 
come "as big as the biggest." 

Ma.kMities, then, have more 
to gain, less to lose when they 
encourage the rights of cre¬ 
ative minorities within their 
midst. They can hope to sur¬ 
vive only if they listen to whal 
the powerless are saying and 
support their right to say it. 

Minorities may depend upon 
the majority for their right to 
live. But a majority needs its 
minorities even more — it de¬ 
pends upcm them tor its moral 
health and its right to survive 
creatively.

Unofficial estimates by 
local newsjjapei's have jiul the 
death toll in Soweto since 
Monday at 23, including the 
seven deaths reported 
Wednesday. Police have con¬ 
firmed only 11 death.s since 
the three-day boycott started 
Monday and an ap|>arent 
backlash broke out Monday 
liacklash broke out Monday 
night. 

At least two blacks were 
reported killed Wednesday 
when imlice fired on mobs at¬ 
tacking homes and dragging 
away women. At least 15 
women were rejiorted raped 
in one incident and hundreds 
were reported injured in the 
violence that sfiread thnnigh 
much of the sfirawling town¬ 
ship’s 26 aciQare miles. 

Another black was retmrlvd

crowd attacking a Zulu man. 
apiiarenrly in reftrisal for 
Zulu attacks Monday and 
Tuesday night against mili¬ 
tant strikei's. 

As of Wednesday. the 
number of officially-con¬ 
firmed deaths stivsi at ^2 in 
violence in hlaxk lownshifis 
across the country since the 
firat riots erutded in 5»oweto 
on June 16. All but three of 
the dead were black. 

RefKirt.s by Johannesburg 
companies on absenteeism 
varied on the thiid day of the 
Ixiycott.

Wednesdays violence ap¬

French power struggle

Premier Jacques Chirac re¬ 
signed Wednesday in what ap¬ 
peared to be a bitter dispute 
with President Valery Gls- 
card d'i!>taing and was re¬ 
placed by Foreign Trade Min¬ 
ister Raymond Barre. 

K.xpiaining the political up¬ 
heaval in a television broad¬ 
cast Wednesday night, the 
president suggested Chirac 
iwd sought to acquire in¬ 
creased authority at his ex¬ 
pense. 

'There cannot and will not 
he a transfer of ix>wer from 
the president to the prime 
minister,” Glscard d'EstaIng 
declared. 

Chirac. 43. a Gaulllst who 
led the government for two 
years, said in a resignation 
statement he felt he no longer 
had the nteans he considered 
necessary to carry out his 
functions effectively. 

Barre, 52. a non-political 
figure little knowm in France, 
was selected by the pr(*sldent 
primarily to wage war on in¬ 
flation and to restore the sta¬ 
bility of the ailing French 
franc. 

Giscard d’Estatng called 
Barre '•France's top econo¬ 
mist.” He sen'ed from 1967 to 
1972 as vice-president of the 
European Common Maritet 
(‘ommissinn in Brussels be¬ 
fore being apfx)lnted foreign 
trade minister last January.

PORT ALBERNI 'One of 
ihp most complete and be.st 
maintainett youth ho.steIs in 
the province'* is winding down 
amithcr .succo.s.sful season in 
Port Alberni. 

TTie descripti*)n is that of 
Ann McOougan. executive 
director of the Associatitm trf 
R.C. Hostels, who \sas a visi¬ 
tor to the Alberni tio^lel this 
week as she completed a five- 
week tour of the province’s 
>outh hostels. 

AS I^ST YEAR, the local 
hostel is housed in the former 
Smith School building in the 
midtouTi area, and the size 
and facilities of the building 
make the o])eration “much 
more commodious and flexi¬ 
ble to cope with vvhate\er 
number of .guests show up 
than nK)St of our other oi>era- 
tions." ai-cording to Ms. 
McGougan. 

The sch(H)l has a large gym¬ 
nasium. used for both recrea¬ 
tion and as a dining hall, and 
a fully equi{)pod kitchen de¬ 
signed to feed large groups 
immediately adjacent. 

In addition, the staff can 
use the space of up to four 
large classrooms on the same 
floor to accommodate up to 60 
or even 70 guests, although 
they have never used this ca¬ 
pacity fully. 

••IT’S AN n)EAL setup for 
this use. Tm not at all sur¬ 
prised that we get so many 
comments that this is one of 
the better hostel set-ups not 
only in the province but 
across the country.” Ms. 
McGougan says. 

This year’s hostel direidor. 
Dave Black, confirms that 
many of his guests “are most 
complimentary about the ac¬ 
commodation and meals we 
are able to offer here.” 

Black, who look over the fa¬ 
cility after lour years of other 
social work in the city, re¬ 
ports that while the number 
of hostel users is down consid¬ 
erably from la.st year, “we're 
getting a lot in<H'e in the past 
cou|>le of weeks, and if it 
keeps u() there is a guxl 
chance that financially at 
teast we’ll ’ accomplish a 
hreak-e\en situation by the 
time we close up after I..ab(u* 
Day.” 

MS. Mc<iOr<i.4N confirmel 
that the number t)f young i)eo- 
ple using the hostel tervice is 
down all over the province 
“e.xcept at Whitehorse and 
Kelowna." 

■*\Ve ha\cn t been able 1<» 
pinpoint a t>articuiar reason." 
she say.s. "but we’re taking a 
sun'ey of the whole situation 
right at the moment and this 
may provide us with some an¬ 
swers." 

One group that still seents 
to be on the road in numbers 
are young poof)le from Que¬ 
bec.

years, the vast majority of 
hostel users are young. 

■‘They’re mostly young peo¬ 
ple hitching or bike-riding or 
whatever to the west coast, 
the Long Beach area," says 
Black. "Some are here look¬ 
ing for work, and usuall>' un¬ 
successfully. but the majority 
are lust out seeing their 
countiy.” 

The guest log shows that 
they are from all over Canada 
and a good many i»arfs of the 
r.S. as well. 

Some ’25 per cent this year 
have been indigent. Black re- 
IK>rts. unable to pay e\en the 
small fee charged by the hos¬ 
tel. 

THE Hl'.MA.N i*cs«urces de¬ 
partment sieijs in on most of 
these cases. Black .says, and 
helps those who are deed 
broke to gel back to a fe\\ 
steady meals and a dry ^1 
and on their way again. 

"We-have had the odd fami¬ 
ly unit, a couple with one 
child usually, show up at the 
hostel seeking shelter when 
they come Into town, but we 
don't- deal with these cases. 
We turn them over to the wel-

"Better than 80 i»or cent of

We’ve had no complaints in 
fact no matter how many are 
eating they clean up every 
scTap we prer>are for them, 
and we always get some « om- 
plimentary remarks about the 
focxl when they leave." Black 
rejxjrts. 

LOCAI^ RESIDENTS have 
helfted out with food. toti. 

"We’ve had a good many 
local i>eople drop in with Iresh 
vegetables from their gardens 
and the like.” says Black. 

Local people help out in 
other ways. A group of young 
people in the area has "adopt¬ 
ed” the hostel this season. 
They drop in almost every 
evening to sec if one or mure 
of the guests needs assistance 
with local information, direc¬ 
tions on how to get to various 
destinations or even a ride to 
a sf)Ot that isn't within easy 
walking distance.

Massive effort 
follows big fire

.\ school board decision this 
week to relocate 930 Campbell 
River Junior Secondary 
School students in the senior 
high school for 1976-77 has set 
in motion the wheels of a 
massive educational reor¬ 
ganization campaign. 

School board and high 
school administrators now are 
attempting to restore a sem¬ 
blance of order to replace the 
chaos created Friday night 
when the $3.&-miI]ion junior 
high school burned down at 
the hand of arsonists. 

^ At an emei^ency .8< h(x)l 
board meeting this week, 
trustees voted to accept a rec¬ 
ommendation that 84 j senior 
high school students share 
their facilities with schoolless 
CRJS.S students, using a shift 
system. 

Starting Sejd. 9. senior high 
.student.^ will attend ctas.ses 
from 7:30 a.m. until noon an<l 
junior high slu<lents from 1 lo 
5 p.m. 

The recommendations were 
made earlier when sch«H>!’ 
board administratoi*s met 
with the throe high .school 
Ijrincipals to conduct a ha.sty 
post-mortem of the school’s 
charred remains. 

It was estimated that the 
iunior high school will take 
between 18 months and two 
years to rebuild. 

An analysis of the implica¬ 
tions of the fy-e loss and four 
recommendations were drawn 
up at the morning meeting 
and presented to school board 
trustees that night by School 
Superintendent Dave Eldred. 

Recommendations to send 
any student overload for 
1976-77 to .Southgate school, to 
lease four portable 
classrooms and to make im¬ 
mediate plans for replace¬ 
ment of facilities were also 
accepted by the trustees. 

Eldred said the most invpor- 
tanl consideration was to 
reach and maintain a bal¬ 
anced curriculum as sotm as 


Revised bus schedules and 
routes will be discussed with 
the busing supervisor and an 
administrative area to sort 
out organizatiCRial problems 
will be set up in the senior 
high school.

"I realize that the hunting 
of cougar is now controlled by 
the government, and we can’t 
just go out and shix>t them as 
wc did in the old flays around 
here." he said.

If 
we get them into the city, 
they will undoubtedly kill at 
least some dogs and cats, and 
could conccivaWy ac<*omplish 
what occurred at C’ri>ld River. 


"As far a.s I am concerned, 
two sitings is two too many. I 
think we should ask at once 
that the matter be looked 
Into, and any af>propriate ac¬ 
tion taken to absolutely as¬ 
sure that this doesn’t happen 
hero." McKnight said.

Judge William 
Ostler askM Holst if he rea¬ 
lized he could have been sen¬ 
tenced anew for a number of 
offences early this year and 
Holst rejHied, ‘*Yes.” 

Kc^t pleaded guilty to a 
ciiai^ at vk^Ung a 12-<nonth 
probation order imposed on 
him last Feb. 17 by Judge 
Blake Allan following Holst's 
pleas of guilty to four counts 
of break-la and theft and one 
of possenion o( a narcotic. 

The specific violation men¬ 
tioned in the charge was 
Holst's failure to "keep the 
peace" for 12 nv^vths after 
Feb. 17 and the failure oc-

Holst's probation oflioer said 
H<4st was "behaving well" 
a|)art from the July convic¬ 
tion.

"What alxMit ymir chil¬ 
dren?" Chiu Kuang-yir asked 
his rescuer.

The Saanich community 
plan should be completed by 
mid-1977. .Mayor Ed Lum pre¬ 
dicts. 

Municipal planners arc now 
drafting what Lum describes 
as "a broad brush" communi¬ 
ty plan using the recently 
completed Wal'd and As¬ 
sociates economic study as a 
guideline. 

TMe "broad brush" plan Is 
being developed lo meet a 
Nov. 1 deadline sot by the 
Capital Regional Board for ac¬ 
ceptance or amendments to 
the official regional plan. 

Council will, however, make 
changes to its community 
plan based on presentations at 
a scries of public meetings to 
be held to discuss the docu¬ 
ment. 

Lum is i.-areful to stress, 
however, tliat "what councal 
does vull be with the intcrc.si 
of the whole community in 


mind not just small pockets 
in- segments of the rommuni- 
fy" 

One area Lum expects will 
change dra^ilically in the nexi 
few years Is the scenic Gorce 
district. 

The Crorge and aj'cas ad¬ 
jacent lo its boundaries have 
been discussed at length with 
the recent economic study 
confirming council's view that 
higher-density housing will. In 
future years, dot. the land¬ 
scape. 

This will mean many of tlie 
older homes in the area will 
disapi>ear, the mayor adds, 
stressing that the process will 
be implemented over a long 
period because of deficiencies 
in sewer capacity in that 
area. 

Over the past five years,

Constiniction activity. Lum 
predicts, will now move into 
the western sector of Saanich 
and into the North Douglas 
and Quadra areas. 

Light industi'ial develop¬ 
ment is earmarked for an in¬ 
dustrial area being created in 
Royal Oak between Vanalman 
and Mann. The land has been 
designated an industrial area 
in the regional plan, and 
Saanich has long intended to 
permit its development for 
light industrial, warehouse 
and office uses. 

Already, a new regicmal 
post office sorting centre is 
taking sliape on tlie land, and 
land is being cleared for a 
new B.C. Hydro office build¬ 
ing. 

The 100-acrc ti'act of land 
comprising the’ industrial 
park will house only light. 


clean industries, with all dev¬ 
elopment covered by land-use 
contract. 

Earlier this year, municipal 
planner Gil Ixiurenson Tccom- 
mended the land 1)c designal- 
ed a development area, so 
council could negotiate land- 
use contracts lo govei-n luture 
prepusals til ore. He also 
suggested drafting of a 
master plan, witti develoih 
ment guidelines and stan¬ 
dards. for the area.
